Joseph P. Kennedy, United States 
ambassador to the Court of St. 
Jame’s, sat in the diplomatic gal 
lery for the first time with diplo­ 
mats of other powers. 
Envoys of 
Germany and Italy apparently w ere 
absent. 
Rearmament First 
Lord Halifax, foreign secretary, 
repeated Chamberlain’s statement, 
the most important declaration by 
n British prime minister since the 
World war, in the house of lords. 
In his broad address, the lanky 
prime minister also: 
1. Rejected Soviet Russia’s call 
for a conference of “non-aggres­ 
sive” powers to resist aggressors. 
2. Urged that the League of Na­ 
tions be nursed “back to health” 
and be made into a "front of over­ 
whelming power.” 
It. Reaffirmed t h e government’s 
view that non-intervention still was 
Hie best policy in Spain. 
4. Reiterated that, quickening re­ 
armament, especially for the Royal 
Air Force, and air raid precautions 
were essential. 
"Rearmament work," he declared, 
'‘must have first priority in the 
nation's efforts.” 
Italy Coor-rate* 
Purely European in sc o p e , the 
declaration avoided mention of the 
Orient. 
Chamberlain declared that Brit­ 
ain's friendship talks 
with 
Italy 
were ‘‘full of 
encouragement 
to 
those who regard appeasement in 
Europe as an objective to which 
‘he efforts of all men of good will 
should be directed.” 
He said Italy had pledged lier 
willingness ‘‘loyally to assist” in 
carrying out the British plan for 
withdrawal of foreign volunteers 
from Spain’s civil war and reiter­ 
ated her declaration she had no 
territorial or economic 
aims 
in 
Spain or the Balearic islands. 
The prime minister declared Brit­ 
ain “would fight” to uphold exist­ 
ing treaties, notably those for aid 
to France .and Belgium if there 
should be unprovoked aggression, 
and for her “vital interests.” 
Help Offered Germane 
But he refused to make military 
promises regarding "areas where 
our vital interests are 
not 
con­ 
cerned in the same degree as they 
are in the case of France and Bel­ 
gium.” 
He offered Britain's help to Ger­ 
many and Czechoslovakia, with her 
3.500.000 Germans, in making peace

Chicago Economist Predicts 
Prosperity Pinnacle In 1939 


Chicago, March 24 (ZI*)— Frank- 
lyn Hobbs, LaSalle street econo­ 
mist, tonight 
professed 
to

business moving toward the pros­ 
perous pinnacle of 1929. 
In 
a 
prepared address before 
the office equipment manufactur­ 
ers institute he 
reviewed 
trends 
since the civil war and concluded: 
“ By all the rules of the game, 
by indications of 
almost 
every 
economic factor, by the law of av­ 
erages and by the natural swing 
of the business 
cycle, 
we 
have 
every reason to 
expect 
business 
betterment from here 
on 
during 
193 8, with a dip at the close of 
the year. The severity of the dip 
will he regulated by the sharpness 
of the rise just as it was in 1927, 
1928 and 1929 and just as it was 
in 193 7. 
“The completion of the dip at 
the close of this year should usher 


iii an improvement 
in 
business 
for 193 9, the 
peak 
of 
which 
should exceed the peak 
of 
any 
previous year in this decade and, 
indeed, there is good reason for 
expecting it to exceed 
the 
1929 
peak.” 
Hobbs compared the upswings 
of 1935, 1936 and 1937 to simi­ 
lar movements in 1925, 1926 and 
192 7. He added: 
“ We can expect improvement 
in 1938 similar to 1928; further 
improvement in 193 9 similar to 
1929, followed by the third con­ 
secutive dip, the third time down 
from which we may fail to recover 
in 1 940 as we failed to recover in 
1930.

of the senate group said he believ­ 
ed the changes 
would 
stimulate 
business, resulting 
in 
increased 
revenue to the treasury. 
Frees I Vt) zen Funds 
“ We think the change in the 
capital gains levy probably will 
do more good than any other fea­ 
ture of the 
tax 
bill,” 
Harrison 
said. “ It should 
release 
capital 
that now is frozen up.” 
Administration leaders indicat­ 
ed they would fight on the senate 
floor to restore the undistributed 
profits 
tax, 
which 
President 
Roosevelt has been reported to fa­ 
vor. They said there would be less 
sentiment for restoring the capi­ 
tal gains provisions. 
For the profits levy the com­ 
mittee substituted a flat 18 per 
cent rate on corporation incomes. 
Special treatment would be pro­ 
vided for small companies. 
Flat lu te Favored 
In place of the house-approved 
sliding scale of capital gains rates, 
the committee approvd a flat rate 
of 15 per 
cent. 
This 
generally 
will apply to 
long-term 
capital 
gains, or those realized on assets 
held more than 18 months. 
Under both the house and sen­ 
ate committee proposals, 
capital 
gains were divided into two classi­ 
fications— short term 
and 
long 
term. 
In both proposals, the excess of 
gains over losses would be taxed, 
but short term losses could offset 
only short term gains and long 
term losses could offset only long 
term gains. 
In both programs, the excess of 
short term gains over short term 
losses would be added to ordinary 
income and taxed at the applica­ 
ble normal and 
surtax 
income 
rates. 
Won’t Protect Speculator 
Harrison said the senate com­ 
mittee had decided to approve the 
house method on short term gains 
because these generally represent 
“speculation.” 
“ We have no thought 
of 
pro­ 
tecting the speculator,” he said. 
Under the 
house 
bill, 
short 
term transactions would be defin­ 
ed as those involving capital as­ 
sets sold or exchanged within a 
year after their acquisition by th© 
taxpayer. The senate committee s 
proposal would make the period 
18 months instead of a year. 
Under the house schedule, tho 
maximum rates 
on 
total 
gains 
would vary from 39.2 to 16 per 
cent, depending upon 
how 
long 
the assets were retained. 
Under the senate 
committee’s 
proposal, the taxpayer could pay 
a flat lo per cent rate on long 
term gains regardless of how long 
his assets had been held. As anop- 
tional system, he could add 50 per 
cent of his net long-term capital 
gains to bis ordinary income and 
compute tho tax on it at the regu­ 
lar normal and surtax rates. 
Harrison said the latter provi­ 
sion would be used primarily by 
taxpayers who had less than $30,- 
UUn of capital gains in a year.

ize its full man-power for war. 
This estimate is based on facts 
and figures 
secured 
piecemeal 
from the war 
department, 
the 
census bureau, and sixth 
corps 
area headquarters. 
Escanaba has approximately 2,- 
500 men of draft age. 
About 120 of them can be ex­ 
pected to be found physically dis­ 
qualified for service, on the basis 
of experience with 
the 
World 
War draft. 
On the same basis, 
about 1,000 of them will be ex­ 
empted because of dependents An 
estimated IOO are already serving 
in the armed forces of the United 
States. 
Other reasons, including exemp­ 
tions of farm workers, industrial 
workers, aliens, and draft

D. C.— In a democ­ 
racy where people 
can 
express 
their opinions freely withou* fear 
of 
suppression 
or 
punishment, 
mass thinking leads to reforms. 
It is this process of public interest 
that 
swings 
tile 
pendulum 
of 
movements from a danger point 
into a zone of safety. 
When any 
great number ct people in a de­ 
mocracy become interested in a 
subject, 
formal 
action to their 
way of thinking is usually the re­ 
sult. 
One noticeable cycle of public 
opinion 
now 
is the subject of 
taxes, and the more noticeable be­ 
cause of its interest to men and 
women representing varying de­ 
grees of income and wealth. 
{Ser­ 
vants of the people 
on 
Capitol 
Hill are evidently becoming aware 
that large numbers of people are 
seeking some restraint on mount­ 
ing Federal tax burdens. 
Insis­ 
tence is being made that expendi­ 
tures which call for tax collections 
be more carefully scrutinized, and 
that a clear distinction be drawn 
between essentials and non-essen­ 
tials. 
This 
is 
a very practical 
demonstration of a government by 
the people, and it also fully dem­ 
onstrates one outstanding differ­ 
ence between a democracy and a 
dictatorship. 
Debt is a contributing factor to 
the cause for taxation, although 
there would have to be taxes to 
support public enterprise to meet 
current expenses. 
The interest an 
individual pays on a personal debt 
is a form of taxation which the 
individual personally imposes. In­ 
terest on a public debt must be 
covered by taxes imposed through 
constituted channels. 
Thus it fol­ 
lows that the individual who is a 
borrower and a taxpayer pays a 
double tax -one private and tile 
other public. 
The individual who 
borrows of his own volition rarely 
thinks of the fact 
that officials 
whom he has helped to elect can 
and do borrow in his name as ti 
taxpayer, 
obligating tin' taxpay 
er’s future and in many instances 
the future of his children. 
It is, 
however, because of a fuller reali­ 
zation 
of 
these facts that the 
American 
people 
are becoming 
tax-conscious. 
It is one of the 
healthful signs of the times 
One of the paradoxes of public 
life is that credit is popular and 
taxes unpopular. 
To keoep taxes 
from 
becoming more unpopular, 
the process of hiding taxes is em ­ 
ployed. 
Taxes in these instances 
are lumped with the sales price of 
an article, and the consumer takes 
his medicine without tasting the 
unpleasantness.

ONFORESTRY 


Importance of Wildlife 
as Forest Resource 
Is Explained 


H o u g h t o n — In 
a 
recent 
talk 
su rv ey in g trends in his specialty, 
Prof. U. J 
Noblet of the Michi­ 
gan College of Mining and Tech­ 
nology forestry department stress­ 
ed these points: 
“ The importance of wild-life as 
a forest resource is being appre­ 
ciated more and more, and there is. 
also developing rapidly a better 
understanding of the beneficial in­ 
fluence of forest management on 
wild life. 
In spite of a decrease 
of wild life on forest lands in gen­ 
eral— chiefly because 
of 
forest 
conditions— some 
national 
and 
st tit e forests have recorded an in­ 
crease. 
But this gratifying in­ 
crease still leaves ample room for 
needed improvements in the wild­ 
life situation. 
“ A good start has been made 
by private, state, and federal gov­ 
ernment groups in Che establish­ 
ing of special game 
and 
other 
wild life areas in addition to the 
regular forest regions that pro­ 
vide extensive areas 
of 
habitat 
and shelter and enormous quanti 
( ties of food. 
These special areas 
that have been set aside are game 
preserves, 
wrlld-life 
sanctuaries 
game refuges, migratory wild-life 
refuges, public shooting grounds 
and wild-life research areas.’’

Probate Judge Can 
Waive Examination 
Under Secret Act 


Fifteen couples have been mar 
ried here under the secret marriage 
act since the pre-nuptial physical 
examination law went into effect in 
Michigan on November I, it was 
stated yesterday by Frank J. Miles* 
ki, Delta county 
probate 
Judge. 
Thirteen were married by the pro­ 
bate judge and two were married 
by ministers of their choice. 
Under the secret marriage act 
judges of probate can unite the 
parties without the requirement of 
a physical examination. 
This a t, 
No. 180 of the public acts of is:«7, 
as amended, provides for the pro­ 
tection of the reputation and good 
name of persons coming under its 
provision. 
No Publicity Given 
As outlined in tho act, probate 
judges have the authority to issues, 
without making public, manage ii 
censes to any females making ap­ 
plication to them under oath that 
they have reasons within the stat­ 
ute to keep the exact date of the 
marriage secret to 
protect 
their 
name, reputation and the reputa 
tion of their families, Judge Mileski 
explained. 
“They must have a legitimate ex 
ruse, sufficient to 
overcome 
the 
duty of the applicants’ part to fur­ 
nish satisfactory evidence of being 
able to pass the physical examina 
tion, before they can be married 
without taking tho physical test,’’ 
be asserted. 
All of the couples 
married 
in 
Delta county under this law since 
November I have taken advantage 
of the secret act because of preg­ 
nancy. 
To Protect Children 
Secret marriage case records in 
the probate office are kept in sealed 
envelopes which carry the follow­ 
ing notation: “Not to be opened 
without order of the circuit or su­ 
preme court.” 
“Th© secret marriage act gives 
probate judges the 
authority 
to 
marry persons under the marriage 
able age, providing all other re­ 
quirements ar© duly met,’ Mileski 
said. “They must have the written 
consent of parents or guardians, 
however.”

Insidious Disease 
Says Dr. Brenner

In its early stages— and some­ 
times even when more advanced 
— tuberculosis may bo totally un­ 
suspected. 
Many older 
persons 
w ho really have tubercuosis think 
they suffer from nothing worse 
th an a persistent “ cough,” “ hus­ 
ky th ro at,” “asthma,” or a L'in- 
down condition. 
They 
d o y not 
realize that they may u n kmoving­ 
ly spread tho germs of tubercu­ 
losis among 
tho 
people 
with 
whom they mingle freely. 
Chil­ 
dren are in special danger. 
Tu­ 
berculosis is not hereditary, hut 
it is contagious and is communi­ 
cated from one person to a noth­ 
er. 
There is only one way 
to 
contract tuberculosis and that is 
th rough infection, directly or in­ 
directly, from another case. That 
is why it is important to discover 
tuberculosis if it exists 
within 
the circle of a family— including 
the servants. 
Has 
any 
member 
of 
your 
household one or more 
of 
the. 
m o n frequent first symptoms of 
tuberculosis? 
These arc: loss of 
weight without apparent reason,1 
a cough that hangs on; fatigue; 
an unexplained feeling of tired­ 
ness. weakness, listlessness; pains 
in th e chest. 
lf anyono in your hom e 
has 
any of these symptoms, 
consult 
your doctor at once. 
Should ho 
advise tuberculin tests or X-ray 
chest examinations, 
d o n ’t 
wait. 
Early discovery is tho best road 


to early recovery. 
Not all tho people in tho first 
stages of tuberculosis show 
the 
early symptoms. 
This is espec­ 
ially tru e of 
younger 
persons. 
More than one-fourth of them re­ 
veal no symptoms until tho dis­ 
ease has made unmistakable pro­ 
gress. 
Physical examinations oc­ 
casionally lead tho doctor to sus­ 
pect the preserve of early tuber­ 
culosis. 
If there is any doubt, 
X-ray pictures will tell whether 
or not the suspicion is correct. 
Tuberculosis, in its first, stages, 
can usualy he stopped with prop­ 
er treatment. 
Even in more a d ­ 
vanced stages, with tho aid 
of 
modern methods, 
thousands 
of 
persons arc now being restored 
to health. 
The Alger-Schoolcraft 
Health 
Department is now doing tuber­ 
culin testing which will be fol­ 
lowed by an X-ray clinic In April.

CITY MANAGER 
GIVES REPORT 


Outlines Civic Progress 
During His Term 
of Office 


‘An Account of My 
Steward­ 
ship” was the theme of a very 
interesting address presented by 
City Manager P. H. Beauvais to 
tho Manistique 
Women’s 
Club 
and Manistique Rotary club this 
week. 
The city manager reviewed the 
progress of city government from 
January, I OSG, w hen lie was ap­ 
pointed city m anager of 
Mani­ 
stique to the present time, show­ 
ing the civie improvements that 
have been instituted here in his 
term of ofifee and their compara­ 
tive costs. 
Beauvais explained that 
prior 
to January. 1936, Manistique had 
not yacured any 
federal 
public 
works projects, explaining 
that 
project applications had been im­ 
properly filed. 
‘One of the first improvements 
advanced was tho installation 
of 
water 
meters 
throughout 
the 
community,” tho 
city 
manager 
■Maid. 
“ Under the flat rate sys­ 
tem then in effect, there was con­ 
siderable waste. 
With the instal­ 
lation of water 
meters, 
energy 
cost for water pumpage has horn 
reduced materially. 
This reduc­ 
tion for the present fiscal year 
lias been estimated at $2,500. 
New Hight lug; System 
“Not all of tills reduction was 
resulted from tho 
water 
meter 
system. 
Pumps have 
been 
re­ 
paired, creating morn efficiency. 
Much water has been consumed 
in flushing mains and dead ends 
hut this condition is now being 
corrected.” 
Beauvais explained that in his 
term of office 15 WPA projects 
have been approved 
for 
Mani­ 
stique. 
The city’s share of tile 
cost of these projects lias been 
taken from current city 
funds, 
and many needed civic Improve­ 
ments have resulted. 
On one project alone, tho city 
made a substantial saving, 
the 
city manager 
explained. 
The 
original estimate for 
changing 
the Range street 
sewer 
outlet 
was $13,000, but the project was 
completed with WPA labor at a 
total cost of $9,000. of which tho 
city paid only $3,500. 
Tho manager briefly reviewed 
events leading up to 
the 
con­ 
struction of tho 
comprehensive 
PW A 
municipal 
improvement 
project, now under 
way. 
lie 
pointed out that 
changing 
the 
project application from the orig­ 
inal 
grant and loan 
basis, to 
grant, only, has saved the 
city 
considerable money in debt serv­ 
ice. 
The city was able to sell its 
bonds at an interest 
rate 
of 
of 3 Vi percent to a private bank­ 
ing house, while tho federal gov­ 
ernment would have charged 4 
percent Interest on the 
$53,000 
loan. 
“ New* boulevard lighting 
sys­ 
tem 
has been installed 
and is 
nowr 
in operation. 
Much of Hie 
sewer work on this project has 
been completed and the 
entire 
project, including the paving on 
the main business stroets will be 
finished by the middle of Ju n e,” 
the city m anager declared. 
“ Our objectives are for 
long 
range planning.” the speaker said 
in conclusion, “ We are acting to 
get the highway department to 
pave Deer 
street 
from 
Fifth 
street to the 
Manistique 
river 
bridge, and from the east side of 
the bridge on Elk street to Maple 
street. 
We will promote a park 
development 
program, 
housing 
program, 
recreational 
facilities 
for children and tourists.”
